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INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  of  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of 
1965  is  to  provide  districts  with  federal  funds  to  support  projects  which  in- 
clude instructional  activities  or  services  designed  to  raise  the  level  of  edu- 
cational attainment  of  educationally  deprived  children  to  that  which  is  appro- 
priate for  their  age.   The  term  "educationally  deprived  children"  includes 
children  whose  needs  for  such  special  services  result  from  poverty,  neglect, 
delinquency,  or  cultural  or  linguistic  isolation. 

America  has  traditionally  been  committed  to  the  ideal  of  every  child 
achieving  the  maximum  of  his  potential.   However,  the  education  of  the  disad- 
vantaged child--the  one  who  is  of  a  minority  race  or  color,  the  handicapped, 
the  culturally  deprived,  the  socially  deprived,  or  the  one  who  is  isolated 
from  the  community- -has  been  sadly  neglected.   When  Title  I  of  the  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  Act  was  signed  into  law  by  President  Johnson,  Congress 
declared  it  a  policy  to  provide  financial  assistance  to  school  districts  in 
order  that  districts  may  plan  programs  to  meet  the  special  educational  needs  of 
educationally  deprived  children.   Thus,  Congress  again  committed  our  nation  to 
make  an  effort  to  fulfill  its  educational  responsibilities. 

Title  I  is  designed  to  foster  new  direction  in  our  nation's  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  by  encouraging  changes  in  methods,  approaches.,  and  techniques 
that  will  help  bring  about  equality  in  educational  opportunity  for  all  ycuth. 

Federal  Guidelines  for  Title  I  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education 
Act  require  ".  .  .that  effective  procedures  will  be  adopted  for  acquiring  and 
disseminating  to  teachers  and  administrators  significant  information  derived 
from  educational  research,  demonstration,  and  similar  projects,  and  for  adopting, 
where  appropriate,  promising  educational  practices  developed  through  such  pro- 
jects. .  ."  Thus,  dissemination  of  information  by  a  district  to  its  teachers 


and  the  dissemination  of  information  about  projects  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  to  all  districts  is  a  legal  requirement. 

This  report  is  designed  to  acquaint  Montana  school  officials  with  the 
Title  I  activities  of  school  districts  across  the  state.   We  hope  that  such 
awareness  may  encourage  interdistrict  exchange  of  successful  programs  and 
ideas.   This  report  is  a  summary  of  the  13.5  projects  approved  during  fiscal 
year  1970.   The  projects  are  arranged  in  numerical  sequence  by  the  last  four 
digits  of  the  project  number  beginning  with  70-41-0737-01-0001  through 
70-09-0172-01-0135.   Two  pages  of  statistics  designed  to  provide  a  visual 
overview  of  Title  I  in  Montana  precede  the  project  descriptions.   An  index 
designed  to  provide  the  reader  with  easy  identification  of  ESEA  Title  I 
projects  containing  components  of  interest  follows  the  descriptive  material. 
Also  included  is  an  index  identifying  the  projects  in  each  county  and  an 
index  identifying  the  projects  in  each  city.   Additional  information  about 
any  of  these  projects  may  be  secured  by  contacting  the  authorized  representa- 
tive.
